in the beginning (p). Viſiting her next morning, I 
found ſhe had a looſeneſs, which perplexed me much, 
having rarely met with this ſymptom for ſome years 
before. «Hence I judg'd that this was no common fever, 
as the event alſo ſhew'd,and conſequently requir'd to be 
treated in a different manner from that abovemention'd, 
which I had hitherto conſtantly us'd with ſucceſs. Up- 
on this a ſenior phyſician being join'd with me in con- 
ſultation, bleeding was repeated by our joint advice, 
which -the age, conſtitution of the patient, and the 
violent ebullition of the blood ſeem'd to demand;

by. them, appear to be deduc's from the ſame ſource ; 
and the method of cure, alſo, is deriv'd from the ſame 
fictitious principles, and not from real facts, and thus be- 
comes moſt deſtructive to mankind: ſo full of ſpecious 
reaſonings is every page of the writings of ſuch ſuper- 
ficial men, - whilſt the directions of nature ar over- 
looked. * notwithſtanding theſe obſtacles, if God 
ſhould prolong my life, and 1 can find leiſure, I may 
perhaps put my abilities to the teſt. In the mean while, 
to convince you of my readineſs to ſerve you, I pre-

Hence, therefore, 
the precariouſneſs of this method appears ; where- 
as, on the contrary, the phyſician hath it in 
his power to regulate the other method, which 
conſiſts in expelling the febrile matter by bleed- 
ing and purging, as he ſhall judge moſt conve- 
nient. - (4.) Furthermore, this method deſerves the 


preference for this reaſon, namely, becauſe it will do 


no miſchief, tho? it ſhould fail of curing.; whereas ſu- 
dorifics are pernicious, unleſs they complete the cure : 
for the warmth bf the body, when a perſon hath been 
kept in bed ſome time contrary to his uſual cuſtom, 
not to mention cordials, which are always admini- 
ſtered in this method of cure, diſturbs the animal œco- 
nomy, and cauſes convulſive motions of the limbs, and 
other irregular ſymptoms, which cannot be deſcribed, 
becauſe they do not come under the hiſtory of the di- 
ſeaſe, as is common in ſeveral ſymptoms in all diſeaſes, 
but proceed originally from the tumult and diſorder ſu- 
per-induced, which frequently oppreſs nature, when the

41. The invention of the term, or opinion malignity, 
has been far more deſtructive to mankind, than the in- 
vention of gun-powder.

43. But if {the reaſons alleg'd be not ſufficient to 
prove the validity of my ſentiments of this matter; 
yet, if experience teaches me that this fever does not 


readily yield to ſweating, it is enough for my purpoſe, 


ſince it is not reaſoning, but experience, that ſhews 
what ſort of fevers will yield to, and ought to be cur'd 
by ſweat, and what kind by other evacuations. And 
indeed, no judicious perſon, + who is ſufficiently ac- 
quainted with the nature of men and things would 
haſtily embrace the ſentiments of another perſon, tho' 
of the greateſt authority, in matters of meer ſpecula- 
tion, not demonſtrable by any certain experiment. A 
man of this character ſhould reflect, that there is ſo 
much difference and ſubtilty in arguments, that tho 
a theory may be propoſed by a perſon which ſhall ap- 
| pear to be founded upon ſuch ſolid reaſonings as to 
command the aſſent of all that are preſent; yer, ſoon 


after, another perſon of greater abilities, perhaps, com- 


ing to conſider the hypotheſis that ſeem'd ſo well e- 
ſtabliſh'd, ſhews its inconſiſtencies, and clearly proves 
by more cogent arguments, that it is no more than an 
imaginary notion, . not the leaſt trace of it being diſ- 
coverable in nature, and ſubſtitutes a new and ſeem- 
ingly more probable and artful hypotheſis in the room 
of it, which, notwithſtanding, meets the ſame fate as 
the former, as ſoon as ſome third perſon, as much ſu- 
perior in parts to the ſecond, as he was to the firſt, 
ſtands up to oppoſe it.

In the morning, after I 
riſe, I drink a diſh or two of tea, then I go out in my 
coach till noon, and at my return home: dine mode- 
rately upon any kind of meat I like, that is eaſy of 
digeſtion : for moderation is principally neceſſary. I 
drink a little more than a quarter of a pint of canary 
immediately after dinner every day, to promote di- 
geſtion, and drive the gout from my bowels. In the 
afternoon I go out again in my coach, and, when bu- 
ſineſs permits, take a turn into the country two or three 
miles for good air. A draught of ſmall-beer ſerves 
me inſtead. of a ſupper; and I drink another draught 
after I am in bed, and about to compoſe my ſelf to 
ſleep, in order to dilute and cool the hot and acrid 
humours lodg'd in the kidneys, which breed the ſtone. 
I always prefer ſmall-beer brew'd with hops, to that 
which has none, becauſe, tho' unhopp'd ſmall-beer is

moiſt particles, and perſpiration is tao much check'd 
by the ſudden contraction of the pores, theſe particles 
inſimuate themſelyes into the lungs, thro' the ramifi- 
_ cations of the arterial vein, or pulmonary artery, which 
run thro the whole ſubſtance of the Jungs, or are diſ- 
charged by the ſalival ducts, and depoſited in the glands 
of the throat, whence the humour being now fallen 
thro? the ag erteria upon the lungs, irritates theſe 
parts continually, like a catarrh, and the frequent and 
violent fits of coughing ,* foon cauſe the weakneſs and 
other ſymptoms aboye-enumerated. And when the 
lungs loſe'their natural tone, tubercles ordinarily breed 
therein, which, upon viewing the lungs of thoſe that 
periſh by this diſtemper generally appear filled with a

(2.) The hectic fever muſt likewiſe be check'd by 


cooling medicines ; ſuch as aſſes milk, milk-water, 
emulſions made of ſweet almonds, the ſeeds of me- 
lons, pumpkins, and white poppies, _cowſlip flower 
water, and the like. (3.) Laſtly, the cure of the ulcer ' 


muſt be undertaken ; for which purpoſe the liquid tur- 
pentine, vulgarly call'd opobalſamum, is eſteemed an ex- 
cellent remedy. _. One . | 


4. The cure of this diſeaſe, in my opinion, is moſt 
ſuccesfully attempted in the following manner. (i.) 
_ Firſt bleed in the arm, then purge three days with the 
greater pil. cochiæ, or my common purging potion , and 


the third might give half an ounce of ſyrup of white 
poppies. (2.) After an interval of two or three days 


exhibit another purge, and repeat it as often as there is 
occaſion, till the ſymptoms either go quite off, or at 
leaſt abate. (3.) After every purgation, let the pa- 
tient take twenty drops of opobalſamum upon a piece 
of fine ſugar, without drinking after it, or a pill made 
of Chto turpentine, and fine ſugar: but opobalſamum 
is not to be uſed unleſs ſuitable evacuations have been 


_ previouſly made. An electuary may be ſubſtituted in- 


ſtead of it, made of Zucarellus's balfam, liquorice pow- 
der, aniſceds, and turpentine, (4.) After uſing evacu- 


ations care muſt be had to abate the cough, for fear 
the lungs ſhould be weakened by the continual agita- 
tion thereby caus d. And for this purpoſe ſyrup of 


white poppies is the beſt remedy, and may be admi- 


niſtered in the following form. 


Take of the pectoral decoction, a pint; Hrup of white 
Poppies, and maiden hair, of each two ounces; mix 
them together, and let five ſpoonfuls be taken thret 
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. Complete methods of curing moſt iſeaſes. 
5. This medicine being frequently uſed, will a- 


bate the defluxion upon the lungs in ſome meaſure, 


and help to recover their former tone, unleſs the weak- 
neſs has been of long ſtanding, and will likewiſe pro- 
mote the concoction of the purulent matter lodged 
therein. | 

6. But the principal aſſiſtant in the cure of this di- 
ſeaſe is riding on horſeback every day, inſomuch that 
. whoever has recourſe to this exerciſe in order to his 
cure, need not be tied down to obſerve any rules in 
point of diet, nor be debarred any kind of ſolid or li- 


quid aliment, as the cure depends wholly upon ex- 


erciſe. Some perſons that have been recover'd by this 
method have been ſeiz'd with a tumor in the neck 
like a ſcrophulous ſwelling, | 


7. (2.) There is another kind of conſumption, 


proceeding from a cough, which comes at a different 
ſeaſon of the year, namely, at the beginning of ſummer. 


It frequently attacks young perſons of weakly con- 


ſtitutions, whoſe blood is over-ſtock'd with hot acri- 
monious particles. Such ſubjects having over-heated 
themſelves by drinking generous liquors too freely, force 


up blood from the lungs by coughing, and feel a ſlight 
ſort of pain in thoſe parts: and theſe ſymptoms not 


being removed in due time by proper remedies, an ulcer 
is ſoon generated in the lungs, whence pus is at length 
orated. | | 


8. This kind of conſumption is eaſily cured, at leaſt 


in the beginning, by bleeding and purging twice alter- 


nately, along with a cooling and thickening diet, and a 


total abſtinence from fleſh. + 


9. (3.) The third kind of this diſtemper ariſes from a 


tranſlation of febrile matter to the lungs in the declen- 
fion of a fever, which being more debilitated hereby, are 
attacked with the ſymptoms juſt enumerated. 

10. Sometimes a conſumption proceeds from the pu- 
rulent matter left behind in a pleuriſy, for want of ha- 
ving been plentifully expectorated, and requires the ſame 
treatment as an Empyema.
